There are a great many kckers in this 
world; too many, infact; and they ought 
to look around occasionally for an oppor- 
tunity to be cheerful. If a man is always 
looking for something to kick at, he can 
always find it, same as the chap looking for. 
trouble is usually accommodated. The 
tumblebug that is everlastingly rolling his 
little ball of manure around with his hind 
legs seldom sees. anything but the obstrue- 
tions in his path, and he is so busy at that 
he never gets time to look up and admire 
the great universe around him, the warm 
sun, the golden moon, the songbirds or the 
flowers blooming along his trail.
